NOTIFICATION 

O.S.R. 1214(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (i) of Section 11 of the Cine-Workers 
Welfare Fand Act, 1981 (33 of 1981), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules to amend the 
Cine-Workers Welfare Fund Rules, 1984, namely:— 


1. Short title and commencement:— 

(1) These rules may be called ihe Cine-Workers Welfare Fund (Amendment) Rules, 1988. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Cine-Workers Welfare Fund Rules, 1984, in clause (a) of Sub-rule (i) of rule 3, for Items (i) to 
(vi) the following items shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(i) Chairman. 

(ii) An officer to be nominated by the Central Government who shall be the Vice-Chairman. 

(ili) Two officers of the Central Government to be nominated by the Government. 


(iv) Welfare Commissioners. 

(v) Such number of persons to represent the producers as are equal to the aggregate of those provided in 
sub-clause (ii), (ill) and (iv) to be appointed after consultation with such organisations, if any of 
the producers as may be recognised by the Central Government in this behalf. 


(vi) Such number of persons of whom one shall be a women to represent the Cine-Worker* as are equal to 
the aggregate of those provided in sub-clauses (ii), (iii) and (iv) to be appointed after consultation with 
such organisations, if any, of the persons so employed as may be recognised by the Central Government 
in this behalf.” 


3. For rule 8, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“8. A non-official member including a non-official co-opted member or invitees shall be entitled to 
receive travelling allowance and daily allowance as per the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in his behalf.” 

4. For rule 19, the following rule shall be substituted, namely■ 

‘19. Schemes of Expenditure.—(1) The welfare Commissioner shall have power, subject to the provi¬ 
sions in the sanctioned budget, to incur expenditure on administrative staff and Welfare Schemes, Pro¬ 
vided that, he shall have no powers to sanction- any scheme If it involves expenditure exceeding Rs. 50,000 
non-recurring and Rs. 5,000 recurring a year. 
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(2) The Wclfire Gimcmtk-ner may scnctkn, withcut reference to the Advisory Committee, expenditure 
on cj k monies, applies and it 1 vices and purchases of articles roouirtd for the smooth and efficient 
run ring i f the oignmsatiun under him subject to financial provision in the sanctioned budget and to 
the condition thai the expenditure on any single object or service shall not exceed Rs. 2,000/- r.on- 
rccurri ig and Rs 400/- recurring.” 

5. In rule 24, the vvnds and figured ‘‘and to consider all schemes referred to in clause (n) of the preuso 
to rule 19" shall be omitted. 

6. For rule 39, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“39. Assistance In the form of grant to indigent Cine-Workers.—The Welfare Commissknet may sanc¬ 
tion the payment of yia-tt, to a cine-worker who becomes totally disabled due to accident while on duty 
or to a member of his family or to a dependent in case the cinc-worker dies or bccc mes totally duabkd du t 
t > accident while on duty, subject to a maximum of Rs. 5,000”, 

? For rule 42, the following rule shall be substituted, namely*— 

“42. Id-Tdty Card;—Every producer shall issue to ev.ry Cinc-W* rkor an identity card as prescribed In 
Form ‘F’, on which a photograph of the Cine-Worker would also be affixed, In case the booafidcs of a Cine- 
Work u- is challenged, the competent authority defined in clause (d) of section 2 of the Cinc-Workets and 
Cinemr Theatre Workers (Regulation of Employment) Act, 1981 (50 of 1981), shall enquire into the matter 
and (heide the same.”
